HAIFA—A wave of resentment 
rolled over Jewish Palestine this 
week as the British administra- 
tion countered illegal entry of Cen- 
tral European refugees by round- 
ing up hundreds for deportation 
and forcing others to set sail on 
the crowded, leaky ships on which 
they had arrived. 

The Greek steamship Assimi was 
Seen drifting out in the Mediter- 
Tanean with some 256 refugees 
aboard. The Government was pre- 
Paring to force another Greek 
Tefugees transport, the Panagio, 
to leave. Some 390 refugees in two 
groups, found wandering near. the 
coast after having been smuggled 


ashore over the week end, were ar- 
tested.

Kuhn Threatens Suit 
As Anti-Nazi League 
Circulars Stay Up

NEW YORK—Dr. Mitchell S. 
Fisher, counsel for the Non-Sec- 
tarian Anti-Nazi League, declined 
to take any action to withdraw pos- 
ters identifying Adolf Hitler as a 
criminal and Fritz Kuhn as one 
of his agents in the United States, 
in the face of a threatened libel 
suit by Kuhn. Kuhn, leader of the 
German-American Bund, wrote to 
the Anti-Nazi League: “Your al- 
legation in said circular and the 
reference which you have made con- 
cerning me, I am informed and ad- 
vised, constitutes criminal libel. I 
request that immediate steps be 
taken to retract these accusations 
and the insinuation made and to 
correct the impression which your 
circular was intended to convey.” 

Dr. Fisher, who is an associate 
of Samuel Untermyer, founder of 
the Anti-Nazi League, said he was 
supported by Mr. Untermyer and 
would have the benefit of his ad- 
vice. The circular, which was dis- 
tributed throughout the city, is in 
the form of a police circular pro- 
claiming that Hitler is “Wanted 
for Kidnapping” and other crimes. 
The reference to Kuhn is: “(Hit- 
ler) maintains agents and spies in 
U. S., notably Fritz Kuhn, former 
Ford employee, now head of Ger- 
man American Bund.”

France Outlaws 
All Anti-Semitic 
Acts In 2 Decrees 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
PARIS—The French Government 


acted this week to suppress anti- 
Semitic propaganda, ‘submitting 
two decree-laws to President Al- 
bert Lebrun for his signature 
The decrees, drawn up by Justice 
Minister Paul Marchandeau, (1) 
make punishable “all acts tending 
to provoke hatred and discord with- 
in France for racial and religious 
motives,” and (2) make illegal and 
punishable any collaboration with 
foreign propaganda, or receipt of 
funds from abroad for interna- 
tional propaganda. 

Meanwhile, the Government dis- 
solved three anti-Semitic organiza- 
tions in Alsace on the ground that 
they were preaching disunity. The 
Popular Democratic Party adopted 
a resolution denouncing Nazi prop- 
aganda and demanding severe 
punishment for all participating in 
pro-Nazi anti-Jewish publications, 
including dailies, weeklies and 
pamphlets. The action is necessary 
for national defense, the resolution 
said. 

Large posters were displayed 
throughout the city, bearing the 
names of various non-Jewish or- 
ganizations, including the League 
to Combat Anti-Semitism, which 
ridiculed propaganda attributing 
France’s difficulties to Jews and 


aliens and branded such statements | 


as “Nazi lies aiming to spread 
disunity in France.” The poster 
pointed out that Jews and other 
aliens were among the first to ap- 
ply for front-line military service 
last week. 

Although the War Ministry an- 
nounced that registration of alien 
volunteers was premature and or- 
dered its cessation, the Federation 
of Jewish societies, which em- 
braces al! organizations of Jewish 
immigrants, issued a proclamation 
declaring that immigrant Jews 
considered France their second 
home _and held it their duty to 
serve in the Republic’s defense. 
“All immigrant Jews affiliated with 
the federation have decided to 
serve France with all the material 
and moral forces they possess,” 
the statement said.

PARIS — Issuance of United 
States visas to German and other 
refugees was suspended this week 
by the American consulates in 
Paris and Berlin until July because 
the quota for this year, which ends 
June 30, is exhausted. Registra- 
tion of applicants for visas will 


continue without interruption, 
however, it was stated. 

Consular authorities estimate 
that 30,000 applicants are” now 


registered with. the Paris con- 
sulate and new applicants of Ger- 
man origin will have to wait ap- 
‘proximately six years for their 
turn to get visas. Applicants of 
Polish origin, even those who spent 
most of their lives in Germany, will 
have to wait at least 50 years, 
since the American consulate in 
Paris cannot issue more than 15 
visas monthly to those coming un- 
der the Polish quota. 

While suspending issuance 
visas for the next two months to 
‘applicants registered in Paris, the 
consulate will issue visas, without 
interruption, in cases transferred 
to Paris by American consulates 
elsewhere.

The strict requirements of the 
consulate regarding formalities 
make it impossible for many ap- 
plicants to obtain American visas. 
Many find it impossible to submit 
the required certified copies of 
birth certificates since they can- 
not correspond with the German 
authorities. Similar strictness 
exercised by the consulate regard- 
ing affidavits of support sent by 
Americans makes many of these 
documents useless.

“Qut of the World War came a 
matter of great spiritual signi- 
feance—the establishment of a 
Homeland for the Jewish people, 
recognized as such by the public 
law of the world.

I know how 
close it was to the wish of Pres- 
jdent Wilson. The formal terms of 
its expression during the war, the 
so-called Balfour Declaration, had 
his personal approval, and he did 
much to have it written into the 
peace treaty. The subsequent un- 
animous endorsement of the Bal- 
four Declaration by both Houses of 
the United States Congress gave 
further proof of the deep interest 
of the American people in the pur- 
poses of the Declaration and in the 
fulfillment of the moral obligation 
which it involved. 


“Jewish achievement in Palestine 
since the Balfour Declaration vin- 
dicates the high hope which lay 
behind the sponsorship of the 
Homeland. The Jewish develop- 
ment in Palestine since the Balfour 
Declaration is not only a tribute to 
the creative powers of the Jewish 
people, but by bringing great ad- 
vancement into the sacred land has 
promoted the well-being of all the 
inhabitants thereof. 

“J shall personally watch with 
deep sympathy the progress of 
Palestine.”

an individual matter and therefore 
must be handled in individual cases. 
If every mother today would sweep 
away” the cobwebs of hatred from 
her children, the next generation 
of Americans would know no preju- 
dice. But this is too much to hope 
for. What else can be done by 
brave and intelligent people? 


Stuart Chase, the economist, has 
an effective device for putting the 
damper on Jew-baiters. He tells of 
a friend of his. This man was a 
good solid Irish Catholic, with no 
Jewish ancestors. One day a farm- 
er was ranting about the Jews. “If 
you ask me,” he said, “Germany’s 
got the right idea. Jews ain’t fit to 


live in the same country with de- 


cent people.” ... The Irishman 
turned on the farmer. “That’s a 
pretty strong statement, Mr, Per- 
kins. You know, I’m a quarter 
Jewish myself.” Mr. Perkins, whose 
income depended partly on the 
Irishman, collapsed. 


If 2,000,000 respected Americans 
would try that one for a month or 
two, most of our prejudice Jew- 
chasers would be silenced forever. 
And we could do it with real justi- 


fication. For after all, are we not 


all part Jewish? If we live by the 
inspiration and ethics of Christ, we 
are using a way of life developed 
entirely by Jews. If we love the 
music of Mendelssohn, perhaps 
even of Wagner, we are inspired by 
Jewish creations. If the works of 
Emil Ludwig, of Stefan Zweig, and 
of a thousand other Jewish writers, 
are part of our culture, then we are 
part Jewish. If our minds have 
been reshaped by the philosophy of 
Spinoza, the psychology of Freud 
and Adler, and the discoveries of 
Einstein and Steinmetz, then we 
are part Jewish. And perhaps even 
our bodies have been spared by the 
work of Koch, Erlich and Wasser- 
mann. We may owe our lives to 
Jews. We might add to this list in- 
definitely. But this is enough. If 
we recognize the tremendous con- 
tributions which Jews have made 
to our civilization, our culture, and 
our lives, and if we recognize that 
we ourselves are the product, the 
child, of all the forces of civiliza- 
tion and culture of the past, then

pupils and students of the Hebrew 
Technical High School in Haifa. 
Boys, girls and women carried 
signs, “Open Palestine’s Gates 
to. Illegals!” Strong police and 
military detachments patrolled the 
streets, dispersing demonstrators 
but making no arrests: A Jewish 
youth and a British constable were 
injured. Demonstrations were 
also held in Tel Aviv. 


Appeal to Government 

The Jewish National Council of 
Palestine met to consider action 
and rejected the demand of Jeru- 
salem student delegations for a 
nation-wide Jewish general strike. 
Isaac Ben-Zvi, president of the 
council, appealed to William D. 
Battershill, Government chief sec- 
retary, not to force the departure 
of the Panagio. The Jerusalem 
Jewish Community sent a delega- 
tion to Edward Keith-Roach, Dis- 
trict Commissioner. 


While the demonstrations were 
in progress in Haifa, the Assimi 
could be seen drifting out into the 
Mediterranean.

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The Editor’s Chair: 
Several weeks ago I received an 
appeal from a certain Bruno Fran- 
- kel to publish for him a short item 
requesting affidavits for German- 
Jews. The item came to me on the 
stationery of the Bronx Post of 
the Jewish War Veterans of which 
Mr. Frankel said he was chaplain. 


The appeal sounded bona fide and 
I could see no harm in publishing 
it. But there was one reservation 
that made me hesitate. I knew Miss 
Cecilia Razovsky personally and I 
was sure that if the National Co- 
ordinating Committee needed affi- 
davits that these affidavits would 
be secured promptly and with dis- 
patch and through the proper chan- 
nels. So I turned the letter over to 
Charles Strull, one of the leading 
men in the nation in handling ref- 
ugee problems, and he in turn got 
in touch with Miss Razovsky. I am 
reprinting her letter, which is self- 
explanatory. I might point out 
here that Mr. Frankel circularized 
practically every Anglo-Jewish 
publication in the United States 
and that many of them, including 
the American Jewish Outlook, and 
The Indiana Jewish Chronicle, 
printed the announcement for him.

Dear Mr. Strull, 

I have your letter of recent date 
inclosing letter which Bruno Fran- 
kel, chaplain of the Jewish War 
Veterans of the United States, 
New York County District Council, 
has sent you. 

I am very glad that your editor 
was so thoughtful and considerate 
as to let you see the letter. We cer- 
tainly disapprove publishing such 
a request at this time. You know 
that there are over 300,000 affi- 
davits on file with the American 
Consuls abroad of which probably 
half will be discarded as not being 
adequate. The Consuls are more 
and more insisting upon definite 
proof from the affidavit maker as 
to how he plans to receive the im- 
migrant for whom he is assuming 

- responsibility. As you know, in 
Berlin, Hamburg and Antwerp the 
Consuls are now demanding bank 
accounts set up in escrow for the 
newcomers. We are afraid that 
these friendship affidavits, so 
called, will not be very helpful in 
the future, but that on the con- 
trary, the Consuls wil] discount 
their value. 

You will soon be receiving from 
us a statement of our policy with 
regard to the acceptance of affi- 
davits from persons who have no 
intention to assume financial re- 
sponsibility for the persons for 
whom they are making the affi- 
davits. The situation with regard

Some Sell Their Heritage 


This plea for a deeper faith in and practice of 
democracy by Jews, what is it? Does it derive 
merely from the fact that democracy and its suc- 
cessful operation is the one great bulwark, the 
one successful defense against fascism. Or does 
the demand from all sides by Jewish leaders go 
deeper? Is there more significance to this re- 
affirmation in democracy, than in the mere exi- 
gency of the times? 

For the rabbis of the nation, this call for a 
reaffirmation in the principles of democracy is 
nothing new. Every rabbinical council of the 
past few years, whether it be the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis or the Rabbinical As- 
sembly, attacked the problem of inequality, in- 
justice and hardships for the masses under our 
present system of government, realizing long be- 
fore the laymen awoke, the big stake Jews had 
in the successful operation of democracy. 

That our rabbis knew before the laymen awoke 
is not a matter of prophecy but of knowledge of 
Jewish history. A generation or two ago, laymen 
argued deep philosophical and historical Jewish 
questions with the rabbi. They often knew as 


much if not more than their spiritual leaders, who 
often as not were aught but laymen themselves. 
There was no need then to tell the layman that 
democracy was in fact born of biblical precepts. 
When the historian Lecky said that Hebraic mor- 
tar cemented the foundations of our government, 
he made a statement which should have been com- 
monplace knowledge to all Jews. 

Can you see then, that this call for democracy 
is needed today because Jews are ignorant of their 
own history. What Jew, genuinely learned in the 
ethical concepts of the Bible, would have sup- 
ported the Nazis. What Jew knowing Isaiah and 
Micah could today be a reactionary. 

Jews must fight for the success of democratic 
institutions, Max kerner told Jewish audiences 
throughout the United States this winter. Jews 
cannot afford the luxury of reaction, Harry L. 
Lurie, executive director, told the Council of 
Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations meeting 
in Los Angeles last week. Something new under 
the sun? Of course not. Some sell their heritage 
for a mess of pottage, others are just ignorant 
of their heritage.

Some Jews Accepting Discrimination Voluntar- 
ily, Prince Hubertus zu Loewenstein Says in 
B’nai B’rith Magazine.—There is a negative side, 
too: Since Nazism came to power, I have found 
Jews who more or less accept a sort of discrimi- 
nation voluntarily. Because the Nazis tell them 
“to keep their proper place,” many Jews seem to 
be willing to submit to so disgraceful a modesty.

The Jewish Press of Omaha Tells How An 8- 
Year-Old Boy Is Diong His Share in The Cam- 
paign.—The spirit of the 1939 Jewish Philan- 
thropies campaign has spread to the ranks of the 
very young. Monday evening an 8-year-old shyly 
approached the desk at the Jewish Community 
Center. In his hand he clutched four cents which 
he offered as the down payment on a five dollar 
pledge. He would, he promised, come in every 
day to pay what pennies he had managed to 
collect. 


Attendants at the Center office suggested that 
perhaps five dollars was a pretty steep pledge for 
such a young man. Though he insisted he would 
pay-up, he never-the-less agreed to sign up for 
one dollar, and if he did save up the other four, 
he would turn them in too. 


To show his good faith, he re-appeared Tuesday 
night with an additional five cents. At the last 
writing, he had ninety-one cents to go before com- 
pleting payment.

Attempt To Muzzle Rabbis Draws Ire of Rabbi 
Louis I. Newman.—The dilemma of Franco’s sup- 
porters can be seen in the address of Judge Wil 
liam O’Dwyer of Brooklyn, at a meeting of the 
Holy Name Society of St. Anselm’s Roman Cath- 
olic Church. “Catholics,” he said, “believing that 
the natural right of freedom of religious wor- 
ship for everyone was threatened in Spain and 
that Franco stood for the protection of that right, 
Catholics chose to support Franco. If he disre- 
gards democratic processes and favors the use of 
the bludgeon of dictatorship on his people, then 
he will deserve, not our support, but our condem- 
nation. The Spanish people are entitled to the 
best form of government, which you and I know 
to be democracy. 

All this is of interest to the People of Israel, 
in the United States and elsewhere, for a number 
of reasons. One in particular is the attempt of a 
certain self-appointed vigilante group in the com- 
munity to bring pressure upon the Rabbis to come 
out in favor of Franco in order to “appease” the 
Brooklyn “Tablet,” Coughlin and others of the 
Catholic community. At this time, I do not wish 
to give the entire story of this deplorable and 
miguided attempt to muzzle the Rabbis at the 
behest of these Jewish persons, but it need scarce- 
ly be said that any Jew, however influential] he 
may be or may not be who seeks to threaten Rab- 
bis either directly or indirectly on behalf of the 
agents of Franco, Hitler and Mussolini in this 
country, will find that he has struck a Tartar. We 
caution any league or society of Jews against any 
inquisitorial preoedure in the community. No pro- 
fessional group, in fact no group whatsoever of 
Jews, should be brought together as a group, to 


be told to correct their alleged behaviour on the 
ground that it breeds Anti-Semitism. If this be 
done with refugee physicians, it could be done 
with Jewish movie magnates whose large salaries 
breed envy and prejudice; it should be done with 
any Jewish lawyer who takes the case of an 
unpopular client; it should be done with Jewish 
business men who embark upon a new form of 
business enterprise with programs to which com- 
munity sentiment is as yet unattuned. We have 
had enough of the endeavor, in the days of panic, 
to imitate those short-sighted Jewish leaders of 
Amsterdam who excommunicated Benedict Spin- 
oza. The Jewish community is organized on a 
free and liberal foundation; we wish no watch 
and ward tactics among us. This statement is di- 
rected at one group in Jewish life which, on read- 
ing this, will know exactly what I mean. But it 
is important that my readers in general know 
that there is a grave danger lest vexation and 
needless dissension be caused by well-meaning, 
but ignorant or self-opinionated Jewish “com- 
munal leaders” who interfere with matters of 
opinion on the part of other Jews. And as 
for freedom of pulpit utterance, we warn 
those who seek to tamper with it that they will 
find themselves the target of the severest censure 
by the Rabbis of America if they persist in an 
attempt to use the muzzle. And as for asking that 
Rabbis support Franco, such a notion is beneath 
contempt. Franco has done nothing which merits 
the encouragement or approval of Jews or lib- 
erals. If he changes we will then give our judg- 
ment, but not until then.

The Jewish Transcript of Seattle, Wash., Is Per- 
plexed By Layman’s Tour Publicity.—The Tran- 
script for some time past has received much ma- 
terial concerning a forthcoming tour of 100 prom- 
inent laymen who it is claimed will visit three 
hundred cities in April and part of May. Very 
vague details have been furnished. We do not 
know what the programs will be, where they will 
be held: or under what auspices. Properly con- 
ducted on definite lines of presenting the position 
of the Jews in American life, a tour of this kind 
ought to accomplish great good. Out on the Coast 
~ve feel somewhat perplexed as the maps sent out 
show a vast preponderance of attention to the 
East and Middle West and very little proposed 
time for Western Jews. The public is interested 
and expectantly awaiting full and complete de- 
tails. Seattle is deeply interested in knowing when 
the body will come here and what they propose to 
do after they get here.
